U. S. To INQUIRE 
INTO SINKING OF 
JAPANESE LINER 


It Will Undertake to Determine 
Whether Yasaka Maru Was 


Torpedoed Without Warning. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 4.-—-The sinking 
of the Japanese liner Yasaka Maru in 
the Mediterranean, reported to have 
been torpedoed without warning, will 
be made the subject of an inquiry by 
the State Department through consular 
agents. 

The State Department's inquiry in the 
case is based solely on reports that the 
uner had an American passenger aboard. 
Although he was reported rescued, it is 
felt that if the liner was torpedoed with- 
out warning his life was endangered. 
Should reports that the vessel was tor- 
pedoed without warning, and that the 
submarine was an Austrian be verified 
officially, it is said further diplomatic 
correspondence with Austria-Hungary 
undoubtedly would ensue, in which the 
torpedoing of ships without warning 
would be discussed, and demand again 
be made that American lives be not 

in peril by such practices. 
No official information concerning the 
incident had reached the State Depart- 
ment today, but it was felt that press 
dispatches contained statements which 
warranted prompt investigation.

DAR HITS AUTO 
THAT Hf WAGON, 
WOMAN TS KILLED 


Mrs. Deeley «Fatally Injured 
‘While ‘Standing on Sidewalk 
Watching Men Work. 


Disregard of the traffic ordinar.ces, on 
the part of a chauffeur, caused an ac- 
cident at 5:30 last evening on Frank- 
une avenue near Compton avenue in 
which Mrs. Amelia Deeley, 39 years 
cla, of 3129 Franklin avenue, suffered 
mjuries which resulted in her death, 
and Henry A. Bergfield of 9136 Frank- 
lin avenue, was seriously injured. 

The chauffeur, Harry C. Kronsbein, 
of 5888 Vernon avenue, driving an auto- 
mobile of the Holstein Commission Co., 
was running east on the north side of 
Franklin avenue. This was a violation 
of the traffic ordinance, and he should 
have been on the south side of the 
street. 

Max Brickman of 1633 Carr street, 
driving a oné-horse wagon west in the 
Hodiamont car tracks, turned out of the 
tracks just in time to run into the auto- 
mobile driven by Kronsbein. The wheels 
and harness of the wagon became en- 
tangled with the automobile, and sev- 
ral persons who were passing, stopped 
to see the mix-up. Bergfeld, one of the 
spectators, tried to help disentangle the 
wagon. Mrs. Deeley stood with her 
back to a tree, watching the work. 

Before the men could get the vehicles 
extricated, and move the wagon clear 
of the car tracks, a west bound Hodia- 
mont car struck it. The wagon was 
hurled to the curb, and it struck Mrs. 
Deeley, knocking her down and frac- 
turing her skull. Bergfeld was caught 
under the wagon, and suffered bruises 
of the legs and internal injuries. 

Mrs. Deeley died at 10 o’clock at the 
Baptist Hospital. She was a widow, 
with two daughters, Olive and Ormus. 

Kronsbein, the chauffeur, gave his 
name and address to the street car 
crew, but left before a policeman ar- 
rived. An order was later issued for his 
arrest, on the charge of violating the 
traffic ordinance. 

Walter A. Stattler, the motorman, was 
arrested, and was released on a common

Train From Joplin Telescoped 
Standing at Station in a 
Thick Fog. 


GALENA, Kan., Dec. XD. M. Bray, 
a fireman, was probably fatally hurt, 
and d persons were injured, early to- 
day, when an accommodation train on 
the Missouri, Oklahoma & Gulf Rail- 
road crashed into St. Louis & san 
Francisco passenger train No. 387, bound 
from St. Louls for Oklahoma points. 

The Frisco train was standing at the 
station here when the accident oc- 
curred. A heavy fog obscured the view 
of the accommodation train engineer. 

The Frisco train was one hour and 
30 minutes late. It had stopped at the 
Galena Station only a moment when 
the accommodation ran into it. The ac- 
commodation locomotive tore half way 
through the last sleeping car before it 
was stopped. 

Fireman Bray remained at his post. 
All the injured were passengers on the 
Frisco train. Several of them are re- 
ported in a dangerous condition.

Double Holiday, Saturday and 
Sunday, Opens With Muni- 
cipal Celebration Tonight. 


St. Louis has made unusually exten- 
sive arrangements for the celebration of 
Christmas this year, which provides the 


double Saturday and Sunday holiday for 
nearly all workers. The municipal cele- 
bration opens tonight at the great tree 
in Twelfth street, where smaller trees 
and festoons of moss extend from Olive 
street to Washington avenue. 

Ceremonies at the municipal tree will 
begin at 5:55 p. m., when an illuminated 
star will be hoisted .to the top of the 
tree. At 6 o'clock all the electric bulbs 
upon the tree will be lighted. There 
will be songs by the Pageant Chorus, the 
Knights of Columbus Chorus, the New 
Cathedral choir and choruses from a 
number of public school organizations. 
At the conclusion of the program Mayor 
Kiel will lead the united choruses in 
America,“ in which the public will join. 

At all of the city institutions arrange- 
ments have been made for the holiday. 
Mayor Kiel and his wife have provided 
oranges, bananas, popcorn and candy for 
ali the Inmates of the various institu- 
tions and an immense number of gifts 
have been sent to the various places for 
distribution to the sick and unfortu- 
nate.

DEFENDS DIVORCE ACTION 


Denies Lloyd Osborne Was Her 
“Dream Boy,“ or That Scenes 
in Book Came From Her Life.

NEW YORK, Dec. %4—‘“I don't have

stand in court in Jersey City yester- 
day. She is being sued for divorce by 
Justus Sheffield, who was attorney for 
the I. W. pickets who ;ot into trou- 


ble last year at the Rockefeller estate 
at Pocantico Hills. 


, itt Lane, counsel fo sheffield, 
who ha. been examining Mrs. Sheffield 
in regard to her book, The Golden Hol- 
low,“ some parts of which represented 
her sentiments in regard to her married 
life, had just introduced her Ten Com- 


mandments for a Married Man.” She 
was asked about her third command- 
ment, Thou shall be a careful kisser.” 
“That was just frivolous,” she said. 1 
don’t know what I meant. I don't care 
how demonstrative a man is in public 
if he is all right in private.“ 

“I think a dull huband is a discour- 
agement to the gods,“ she said. 1 
never accused my husband of being a 
dull husband, though. Anything but 
dull, so far as his brain went.” 

She believed the ninth commandment, 
that a man should choose his brand of 
tobacco, likewise his experience, ac- 
cording to his income, and her eyes 
flashed as they had when she told of 
marrying Sheffield when he got $10 a 
week. 

“Those are my sentiments,” she said 
with emphasis after the reading of her 
tenth commandment: “Thou shalt be a 
man; dependable as thy best invest- 
ment, thoroughbred as a racer, mellow 
as old wine, constant as thy club dues.”’ 


Obeyed Some Commandments. 

In regard to the “Commandments for 
a Married Woman,” she said she never 
nagged and agreed except in the “‘friv- 
olous part’’ with the second, third and 
fourth about keeping her temper, not 
boring her husband, and keeping unholy 
his many socks. But in regard to the 
fifth, Honor thy husband, and let him 
do exactly as he pleases,” she an- 
nounced that she wanted to think about 
it. 

I can’t answer that,“ she finally mur- 
mured. It was very disastrous the only 
time I ever tried it.“ 

“I would never question any man,“ 
she ald, in regard to the sixth com- 
mandment, “thou shalt not ask him 
any questions, either in the morning or 
at noon hour.” She believed the sev- 
enth and eighth and was very sure a 
wife should obey her husband—some- 
times. The tenth she stood behind. It 
runs: “Thou shalt be fresh and dainty 
as a shower bouquet, for lingerie is 
more to be desired than rubies.”’ 

The 20 commandments were written 
long before the break in the family and 
she finally published them because she 
needed the money, she said. They 
were not necesarily her personal views, 
but her observations of life had led her 
to think they might work out very well. 

The couple were married Oct. 5, 1898. 
He alleges she deserted him Jan. 1, 1911, 
and asks for divorce on that ground, 
with the custody of their child Bar- 
bara. He also petitions that his wife 
be enjoined from using the name Shef- 
field as any part of hers.

Granite City Employes Study. 


(Officials of the Commonwealth Steel 
Co. of Granite City, after two years’ ex- 
periment, have found that their day 
school for employes is a decided suc- 
cess, whereas their night school proved 
a failure. Employes attend the day 
school for four hours each week, and, 
in effect, are paid for going to school. 
They study on the company’s time. 

“Our plan of holding night school 
failed because the men were too tired, 
after a day's work, to care to study,” 
said Arthur T. Morey, manager of the 
steel company’s Safety and Fellowship 
Department. We determined to let our 
employes attend school at our plant in 
daytime, and leave their factory work 
for that purpose.” 

There are nine sessions of school each 
week, and there are 100 students, all 
under 22 years old. On one day each 
week each student goes to school for 
four hours. The instructor is L. W. 
George and the principal subjects taught 
are mechanical drawing, mathematics, 
spelling, reading and writing. The class- 
es are small and considerable individ- 
ual instruction is given. 

The average wage of the employes at- 
tending the school is from 20 to 90 cents 
an hour. The company pays each em- 
ploye-student an average of $1 for at- 
tending school each week. 

“While the improvement in our young 
employes cannot be estimated in dol- 
lars and cents,“ Morey said, the im- 
provement is there, and the spirit of 
progress and teamwork in the boys is 
noticeable.”’ 

Clarence H. Howard, the “golden- 
rule” president of the steel company, 
founded the school in an effort to teach 
his young employes to desire other 
things than to eat, to dress and to 
take a girl to a picture show.” 


CHARLES W. KNAPP RESIGNS 
AS PRESIDENT OF THE REPUBLIC 


He WIiIl Ge te New York to Become 
Treasurer of the Timss—With 
Paper Here Since 1867. 

Charles W. Knapp, it was announced 
today, has resigned the presidency of 
the firm of George Knapp & Co., pub- 
lishers of the St. Louis Republic. He 
will become treasurer of the New York 
Times, it was stated. He will retain 
his stock in the Republic, and his mem- 
bership in the paper’s board of directors, 
and his position as a director in the As- 
sociated Press. 

E. S. Lilley recently became general 
manager of the Republic. David R. 
Francis, chief owner of the Republic, 
said the vacancy in the position of pres- 
ident would probably not be filled be- 
fore next April, 

Knapp has been identified with the 
Republic since 1867, when it was still 
the Missouri Republican. His father, 
Col. John Knapp, was one of the own- 
ers of the Republican. Charles W. 
Knapp became president of the company 
in 1887, after having served for several 
years in charge of the paper’s Washing- 
ton bureau. He ts now in Waterloo, I[o.., 
where he went for a holiday visit witn 
his daughter.

Yet 
when the London Times exposed the 
suffering of the ill-provided troops pub- 
ic wrath caused the fall of the Aber- 
deen Government. “Nothing was need- 
ed"—except Florence Nightingale and 
her magnificent work of mercy in be- 
half of thousands of sick and wounded. 


Cawnpore, Lacknow and Oadh. 

Two years later, in the Indian Mutiny 
of 1857-8, the chronicle is tragically in- 
terspersed with “too late,” by just a 
few days, at Cawnpore, at Lucknow, at 
Oudh and elsewhere. It is one repeat- 
ed story of relief just after the scanty 
garrisons and the women and children 
had been massacred within their barri- 
cades. Yet in these instances some al- 
lowance must no doubt be made for the 
slowness with which intelligence could 
be conveyed and the vast distance re- 
lief expeditions must travel to reach 
the besieged garrisons. 

In the one conspicuous instance of m- 
excusable delay in British history—at 
Khartoum in 188%—there was required 
of the British Cabinet not the slightest 
capacity to foresee where “hell would 
break loose next.” Then, as John Mor- 
ley says in his “Life of Gladstone:” 

“The Generals in London fought the 
battle of the routes (to be chosen for a 
relief expedition) with unabated te- 
nacity for month after month.“ Mean- 
time the overwhelming host of Sou- 
danese fanatics were pressing their 
spears closer and closer against Gen. 
Charles George Gordon and his insig- 
nificant garrison. 

England had taken over from Turkey 
the control of Egypt, leaving the Khe- 
dive with only administrative powers. 
The Khedive had wasted thousands of 
troops in a vain attempt to subject the 
fanatical tribes to the south of Wady- 
Halfa, the point of the second great 
cataract on the Nile. England enforced 
her advice that Egypt withdraw her 
garrisons and abandon the Soudan, “a 
useless possession and a huge encum- 
brance on Egypt.” Gen. Gordon, “Chi- 
nese” Gordon, as he was known from 
his exploits in the Tia-ping uprising in 
1863, was selected to bring the garrisons 
out. He had been Governor-General of 
the equatorial provinces of Centra] Af- 
rica and later of Soudan and the Red 
Sea littoral, where he had stirred up 
the bitterest enmities among tribal 
chiefs in suppressing the slave trade. 
Gordon was e brilliant and courageous 
soldier, but deficient in hard-headed 
common sense. Sir Ian Hamilton, who 
is charged in part with the failure of 
the Dardanelles expedition, has been 
spoken of as the same temperamenta! 
type.

Gordon set out from England on Jan.

Declares No Member of Wing 
of British Party“ Can Get 
German-American Vote. 


ANSWERS MUENSTERBCRG 


Editor of Fatherland Suggests 
“H yphenated” Vote Might Go 
to Socialists in 1916. 


NEW YORK. Dec. . In the number 
of the Fatherland to be issued Dec. 2, 
George Sylvester Viereck will answer 
the recent article of Prof. Hugo Muen- 
sterberg of Harvard, who advanced the 
theory that Col. Roosevelt might be 
carried into the White House on Ger- 
man-American shoulders. 

Viereck will give warning that the 
German-Americans will not support “a 
candidate of the Democratic or of the 
Republican wing of the British party.” 

It ia conceivable,”’ he says, that Mr. 
Wilson may be elected zu spite of the 
German-Americans; it is inconceivable 
that any Republican can reach the 
White House without the Gérman- 
American vote.“ 


Viereck in the articte will say: 
“Prot. Muensterberg s article on Roose- 


velt in the last number of the Fatherland 
has aroused nation-wide discussion. The 
Evening Post thinks Prof. Muensterberg 
quite mad. The World remarks that 
Roosevelt would be pro-German in 3 
minute, if the German-Americans would 
guarantee to him a majority of even one 
in the Electoral College. He wants his 
third cup of coffee, we are told, even if 
he must spell coffee kaffee. We consider 
Prof. Muensterberg’s article interesting 
but premature. As yet neither Roosevelt 
nor Wilson has received the nomination 
of his party for 1916. German-Americans, 
in justice to themselves and to their 
country, must fight their nomination, 
tooth and nail. 
Case of Two Evils. 

“If Mr. Wilson should be again the 
nominee of his party, and if Mr. Roose- 
velt should receive the Republican nomi 
nation, we can decide which of the two 
is the LESSER EVIL. The German- 
Americans may vote the Socialist ticket 
rather than cast a ballot for either 
Roosevelt or Wilson. There may be a 
split in the Democratic party. There 
may be two Republican candidates. We 
can cross that bridge when we come 
to it. 

“We do not ask for a pro-German 
President, but we do not want a Pres- 
ident who is pro-British. We shall ap- 
ply to every candidate the acid test of 
real Americanism. In the Democratic 
camp Hoke Smith, Champ Clark, Wil- 
liam Randolph Hearst, William Jennings 
Bryan need not fear this test. Borah, 
Cummins, Knox, Nagel, Norris, McCall, 
I{ughes, Kenyon among the Republicans 
ere likewise men who have proven their 
mettle. We can vote for these men 
without losing our self-respect. We can- 
not vote for either Roosevelt or Wil- 
son, unless unforeseen “ircumstances 
completely reverse the situation. 

“We believe that Mr. Wilson com- 
mitted political suicide when he de- 
livered his recent message to Congress. 
For the first time in the history of the 
United States we beheld the shameful 
spectacie of a President preaching hate 
under the guise of patriotism. In fact. 
there is not on record in the annals of 


the civilized world the case of the head 
of a nation publicly inciting radical 
strife in his own country. 

~ Wilson “Son of English Woman.’ 

“The Sultan of Turkey may approve 
of the ‘gentle hazing’ of his Armenian 
subjects, but he never, to cur knowl- 
edge, recommended this in a speech 
from the throne. The Czar of Russia 
may tacitly encourage the gentle haz- 
ing’ of his Jewish subjects, but we are 
not aware that he has expressed such 
sentiments officially in the Duma. It 
remained for President Wilson, the son 
of an English woman, to demand in 
carefully polished words the persecu- 
tion of 30,000,000 Americans of other 
than English descent. 

“In the same breath Mr. Wilson vio- 
lently assaults the right of free speech. 
When this sinks into the American mind, 
when the true meaning of the Presi- 
dent's exquisitely turned phrases is 
driven home upon the man on the street, 
Mr. Wilson will find himself without 
one electoral vote in 1916. 

“Mr. Roosevelt has gone out of his 
way to defame the good name of Ger- 
many and her sons. He has attempted 
to drag our country into the war, and 
he has recommended that any German- 
American who should refuse to serve 
fx an unjust war for the bénefit of 
Great Britain and her fiscal agents in 
the United States be shot in the back. 
The German-Americans will never for- 
get this sentiment. “Shoot the hyphen 
in the back” will be a slogan to de- 
feat Mr. Roosevelt's ambition for a 
third cup of coffee.

Come, little children, gather round our vera- 
cious knees, or sit upon that altar of truth, and 
hear about Santa Claus. It occurs to us that Santa 
Claus is becoming too highly sophisticated for his 
own good.

He himself employs stenog- 
raphers, typewriters and uses the United States 
mails. 

Efficiency has got into his system. It is ru- 
mored that he bosses a big force of assistants and 
instead of personally delivering every present— 
but we do not quite believe that; it is too hard 
on sentiment. It must be true that his visita- 
tions are still personal! 

Of course, he is just as big-hearted as ever, his 
little round belly still shakes like a bowlful of 
jelly, and his eyes twinkle with the same old 
boyishness—but in many places the chimneys are 
not so big as chimneys used to be.

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THE SAND IN THE WATCH. 
Gen. Cherfils, in an article contributed to the 
Echo de Paris, attributes German success to a 


faulty military training on the part of the allies. | 


The most essential arm of the service, he claims, 
must be the system of obtaining accurate informa- 
tion. 

Had France, England and Belgium known the 
exact nature of the German preparations on the 
Belgian frontier, Belgium would never have been 
overrun. Had the Russians had accurate in- 
formation about the preparations made in the 
Carpathians, a few decisive actions would have 
prevented the German drive into Poland and 
Russia itself.

The 
duck has long ago become tame. But he 1s still 
shooting wild ducks as in his gay youth. it seems 
puerile, but he is contented. 

Presently it appears that almost everybody else 
in the play is shooting wild ducks in the same 
sense. The husband of the family goes into re- 
tirement every day to dream of his great inven- 
tion of a new camera shutter, which is to enrich 
them, but on which he never makes any prog- 
ress. The little daughter lives in a world of n- 
lustons. About the only one without pleasant de- 
lusions fs the wife, a woman with a hidden past, 
upon whom is shouldered the taking of pictures, 
the retouching, the finishing and all the other 
work around the place. 

But they all get along very comfortably and 
happily until the maddest shooter of wild ducks 
in the whole piece begins operations. He is a 
man who insists that all the relations of life must 
be on a strict basis of sincerity, reality, truth, 
and soon everybody is cruelly disillusioned and 
the happy little family is overwhelmed by ruin. 
Dven the little girl is made to know that She is 
not, after all, the daughter of the beloved but im- 
practical camera-shutter inventor and kills her- 
self with the grandfather's fowling piece.
